not Inaptly called them free "bluffs." 
lor everybody and especially for por- 
tions running (or oRtce. The primary 
candidates sometimes inverted a small 
Card, catted fay courtesy an announce, 
tnent. and the price of this wan always 
held to Include- columns of 
fulsome 


flattery and Immunity from tho breath 
of aspersion. 


The result of this situation was that 


the political Interests saw nothing of 
value In tho cheap advertising they got 
It was cheap In every sense. It cost 
but little, and Its effectiveness waft nil. 
^Political advertising, from the stand- 
joint ot both the publisher and tho nit. 
rgrclser. was at Its lowest possible ebb. 


6ut us tho county grew bigger and 


the work ot making a personal can- 
vast) became more difficult and more 
expensive, tt was suggested that the 
daily newspapers, which had now In a 
large measure supplanted tho 
week- 


lies, reached practically all the voters, 
And that the candidates could speak to 
the puhttc every day through tho col- 
umns ot those papers at much less the 
tost In actual cash of carrying their 
messages in person, to say nothing ot 
the saving In time nnd the wear-ami- 
tear ot the human system and lu hab- 
lluients.

We will not say that a candidate 


cannnt spend too much money In po 
Ittlrnt advertising, because ho some- 
times pays the highest prices to the 
poorest advertising mediums: but we 
do say that within reasonable limits, 
and we place those 
limits a 
right 


smart step beyond those of the last 
tjrlmury campaign which Editor Cooko 
thinks were "ctcegslve." we arc con- 
vinced and we believe the records will 
show 
that political 
advertising Is 


highly profitable. 


One great trouble about the success- 


ful conduct of country newspapers Is 
the unbusinesslike methods ot many 
otherwise excellent publishers.
